I have just 2 péstage notes, one with the post office date stamp on the 
reverse, and the other, a $1.50, "good for postage, etc." from Yellville, 
Ark, Also needed is reference material on how the post offices, deposi- 
taries, etc. issued currency as needed. Guess it was pretty mich on a 
haphazard basis, with the army itself controlling mich of the currency to 
keep it from falling into enemy hams. This will be slow in working uw, 
but should be of interest and value when completed, as this Department: was 
on its own when their forces were cut off by loss of the Mississippi River 
control.
